REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-17 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a process comprising electrochemically reacting a monomeric 
composition comprising thieno[3,4-b]thiophene, to fomn a polymeric composition 
comprising units derived from the thieno[3,4-b]thiophene. 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
Neefet al. do not teach a thieno[3,4-b]thiophene. The 2-phenylthieno-[3,4-b]thiophene 
disclosed by Neefet al. has very different conjugated bonds, and thus, very different 
physical and chemical properties than thieno[3,4-b]thiophene, such as thieno[3,4- 
bjthiophene possesses three reactive sites alpha to the sulfur atoms. 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the 
above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established.
